public, services, 
are reading in their newspapers and maga- 
zines about the hazards of newer pesticides. 
Precautionary statements from informed 
sources alert every user to be more care- 
ful when he sprays the more effective chemi- 
cals of the day. Unfortunately, many pub- 
licity seekers hop on the “scare” bandwagon 
and issue careless stories that predict so- 
ciety’s doom if “something isn’t done” to 
stop the application of these newer pest 
killers which, incidentally, have made life 
better for all of us. 

But whatever the source, such publicity 
potentially makes the applicator more vul- 
nerable. Imagined illnesses or illusionary 
damages might be assumed more quickly. 
Law suits alleging misuse of pesticides may 
become more frequent. Some PCO customers 
may be more prone to bring legal action 
whenever an accident occurs, whether it js 
the operator’s fault or not. 

There is no excuse, nor justifiable de- 
fense for any pest control firm which does 
not adhere to safety precautions every hour 
of the day. Today’s demand 
greater respect by the applicator. The 
customer is better informed on what could 
happen if pesticides are used improperly. 

In one case of which we know, a PCO had 
to pay a $15,000 judgment when the court 
held his actions were responsible for the 
death of a child from phosphorous poison-

ing. In another instance, an operator sub- 
stituted a highly inflammable _ solvent, 
hastily purchased from a filling station, 


when his standard low flash 


point solvent 
ran out during a job. 


The makeshift solu- 
tion blew-up a home in which it was being 
sprayed. Rare as such negligence cases 
are in the pest control industry, they do 
show what can happen to a careless PCO. 

Insecticide dealers are being subjected to 
damage suits resulting from misuse by the 
purchaser. In Nebraska a month ago, one 
customer collected $3,500 from an insecti- 
cide dealer because the court found the pes- 
ticide, which allegedly made the user ill, was 
not properly labeled and did not contain a 
sufficient warning statement. 

No one should have to preach safety to 
the pest control industry, but more 
observance of safety

CONTROL of turf insects, a 
problem of increasing impor- 
tance, is a field into which the 
pest control operator should take 
a long look, especially if he = is 
searching for ways to 
his scope of work. 

A PCO already has a_ broad 
knowledge of insecticides, their 
limitations, hazards and _— uses. 
Such information should make it 
easy for him to become self- 
schooled in the field of turf in- 
sect control. The control of weeds 
and turf diseases are allied fields 
that could add still another di- 
mension to his operation. 

Actually hundreds of kinds of 
insects live in grass or in the 
soil about grass roots, but only 
a few are of enough importance 
to require control measures. 

Listed below are insects most 
likely to cause serious turf injury. 
There are many more such as 
mole erickets and chineh bugs 
that may be locally important. 
Entomologists in your state will 
know about this. They are men 
with whom you should be = ae- 
quainted anyway. 

e Grubs 

Grubs are larvae ot June 
beetles or Japanese beetles. They 
have large, fat, white, curved 
bodies; brown heads; prominent 
legs and range up to one-inch in 
length. White grubs live in soil 
where they eat roots of grasses 
causing the turf to turn brown 
and die. Most species require 
three years to reach maturity, 
but Japanese beetles and annual 


expand 


erubs produce a generation each 
vear. Turf showing brown or 
dead areas should first be ex- 
amined for grubs. If these pests 
are responsible, turf will be loose 
and can be pulled up or rolled 
back to expose grubs. If the mat 
of grass is solid, and no grubs 
can be found, it is quite possible 
trouble stems from one of several 
common turf diseases. 

e Webworms 


Turf composed — of bent or 
young blue grass is most likely 
to be injured by webworms. Areas 
of unevenly cropped grass, re- 
sulting from the feeding of these 
worms, constitute the first sign 
of damage. examination 
will show blades eaten away, and 
bits of chewed foliage and webs 
will be visible between 
stems. Webworms are slender, 
cream-colored or light brown 
larvae found in silken tubes at- 
tached to the base of plants. 
Three or four generations may be 
produced each year. They hateh 
from eggs laid by small moths 
active in late afternoon and even- 
ing. 

e Cutworms 

Cutworms sometimes damage 
lawns, especially where there is 
dampness and a rank growth of 
erass. They are similar in ap- 
pearance to cutworms found in 
gardens and usually feed at night, 
remaining hidden in soil or in 
clumps of grass during daylight 
hours. CutWworms injure grass in 
spring by cutting off blades and 
leaving small, elongated or ir-

Wireworms are hard, slender,

familiar to most people. Chiggers 
do not damage turf, but thei 
annoyance to humans is_ often 
serious. These pests can be pre- 
vented by applying treatments 
used for control of other tur! 
insects. 

e Control 

Chlordane, dieldrin and hepta 
chior are insecticides most widely 
used for killing turf pests. Grubs 
are the most difficult to kill and, 
therefore, most turf treatments 
are based on amount of chemical 
needed to control this pest, even 
though others could be killed and 
eliminated with considerably less. 

Amounts of actual chemical per 
acre required to control grubs 
are 10 pounds of chlordane, 3 
pounds of dieldrin, or 3 pounds 
of heptachlor. 

Most PCOs probably are best 
equipped to apply these chemi- 
cals in spray form with power 
equipment. For convenience, 
above dosages amount to 1% pint 
of 45% emulsifiable chlordane, 
3/8 pint of 15% emulsifiable 
dieldrin and 1/3 pint of 238% 
emulsifiable heptachlor per 1,000 
square feet. 

Insecticides selected should 
first be mixed with enough water 
to allow even distribution over 
turf being treated. Exact amount 
of water needed is not too im- 
portant and will depend largely 
on type of sprayer used. 

Grubs, wireworms and ants are 
not killed until the chemical has 
been washed thoroughly into the 
soil with additional water. Web- 
worms and cutworms, on the 
other hand, are best controlled 
when spray application is follow- 
ed by a light watering to deposit 
the chemical near the soil sur- 
face. Chiggers are best controlled 
if spray is left on the grass for 
two or three days and_ then 
watered lightly to remove the 
spray deposit. 

It is often possible to reach a 
medium for control of all three 
groups of pests by making ap- 
pheation one day, allowing it to 
remain on the surface overnight 
and then watering it in the next 
day, 

One treatment usually — will 
control grubs and wireworms for 
three years, ants and cutworms 
for one season and chiggers for 
four to eight weeks. Webworms 
have several generations during 
a summer, and no insecticide will 
give long-lasting protection. 

A new development in turf 
insect control is the use of granu-

control services has accomplished 
three things for PCOs Dick Evans 
of Wichita, Kansas and Tom 
Graham of Oklahoma City, Okla- 
homa. Their new lawn eare ac- 
tivities : 

1. Decrease seasonal slumps and 
are gradually levelling off the 
irregularity of their manpower 
needs. They can keep full-time 
men throughout the year. 

2. Enable both to offer more 
service than their strictly PCO 
competitors when bidding on new 
contracts, subsequently providing 
them larger returns. 

3. Reduce their dependence 
upon two or three services, any 
one of which could fold up in- 
stantaneously through loss of 
contracts to competitors or 
change of customer requirements. 

‘Business has grown ever 
diversified our general 
pest control work to include 


since we

lawn insect control and related 
spraying and fertilizing © ser- 
vices,’ Diek Evans of Dick 
Evans, Inc. notes. ‘‘Our custo- 
mers are happy with this ad- 
ditional service, particularly since 
a number of insects such as mos- 
quitoes, flies and gnats can be 
reduced by lawn applications 
actually intended for turf pests.” 

Graham, head of Graham Pest 
Control and Garden Clinic, sees 
in commercial lawn and garden 
pest control the answer to the 
do-it-yourself trend among home 
vardeners. 


Ilomeowners realize limited 
daylight hours leave too little 
time for work in the garden or 
lawn if they want to keep those 
golf or fishing dates,’” Graham 
says. ‘‘A similar lack of enthus- 
iasm is fostered in new housing 
developments when builders bull- 
doze precious topsoil during house 
construction and leave the new 
homeowner with infertile, hard- 





pan subsoil impossible to work 
with. ’? 
e Valuable Sales Aid 

Graham finds lawn and_ turf 
care stimulate sales for other 
pest control services he offers. 

‘Lawn pest control business 
gives the PCO an opportunity 
to talk to the homeowner about 
his termite and = pest control 
problems,’” he says. ‘‘And I al- 
Ways put in a plug for ou: ter 
mite work whenever I speak on 
turf care before ladies’ garden 
clubs. 

‘““We speak to about three 
ladies’ clubs a month and show 
movies especially prepared for 
garden enthusiasts. These sound 
films are colorful, informative 
and available without charge 
from major chemical suppliers.”’ 

Such public contracts have 
paid off for Graham. He says his 
only problem now is to eateh up 
on his weed control commitments 
so he ean coneentrate on spring 
termite ealls. 

‘“When we get a lawn-care 
call, our first step is to deter- 
mine what the yard needs,’ 
Graham observes. ‘‘There may 
be grubs in the soil, dandelions 
in the grass and the grass cover 
may be thin and need feeding. 
We make a simple soil test to 
determine the soil’s pH and other 
deficiencies. 

‘Grass and flowers must have, 
at least, an even break in order 
to grow. Southern clay is almost 
always on the alkaline side of the 
pll ledger. Very few plants or 
shrubs will grow in this type of 
soil. Here is where the pest con- 
trol operator becomes a_ useful 
friend.’’ 


e Chemical Mixtures 

Graham uses these chemical 
mixtures in his own lawn-main- 
tenance work: .005% chlordane 
for grubs and ants; fungicide for

2.4-D and 2,4,5-T for weeds; herbi- 
cides for crabgrass, and the type 
of properly balanced plant food 
prescribed by soil test findings. 


Evans reminds PCOs_ areas 
Within certain states, such = as 
parts of Texas, prohibit use of 


2,4-D because 
use of a 


‘‘careless, ignorant 
good chemical in the 
wrong places or in the wrong way 
can damage thousands of dollars 
worth of crops. 

‘This brings the experienced 
operator into the picture, but he 
had better be well-equipped, well- 
schooled and cautious or he may 
wind up behind the eight-ball. 

“Only water emulsifiable 
chemicals should be used in lawn 
spraying equipment,’’ Evans 
cautions, ‘‘and never use oil 
solutions or weed control chemi- 
cals in sprayers used for lawn 
insect control.”’ 

‘We learned from bitter ex- 
perience it is possible to burn a 
lawn with a slight residue of some 
other chemical in a spray tank 
used previously on another un- 
related job. To guard against 
this occurrence, we suggest pur- 
chase of several different units, 
one for each type of job.’’ 

e@ Equipment 

Graham and Evans each use a 
John Bean Royalette sprayer, 
which has a seven-gallon a min- 
ute capacity and can be equipped 
with tanks ranging from 150 to 
300 gallons in capacity. Graham 
uses an eight-foot boom-type 
mobile unit to avoid drift of 
2.4-D or nitrate solutions. 

Sprayers capable of delivering 
six or seven gallons a minute, 
equipped with 150 to 200 feet of 
hose and having some form of 
agitation are adequate. Mechani- 
cal agitation is needed if wettable 
powders are to be applied; but 
if true solutions are used, return- 
flow agitation is considered ade- 
quate. 

‘Service trucks we use on 
good-sized jobs are outfitted with 
special tires, springs, ete. and 
cost us about $3,000,’ Evans 
says. ‘‘We’ve spent another 
$3,000 designing the _ special 
spraying equipment we earry on 
these trucks. It is made up of a 
Bean pump, specially-tailored 
tanks and agitators and feather- 
weight hose. That makes our 
total investment in the unit about 
$6,000, not including tools, special 
equipment, mobile telephones or 
a short wave radio system we 
usually. install.’’

uses a 34-ton pick-up truek with 
a special cabinet body, a 200-gal- 
lon Bean sprayer and additional 
small equipment. It is all com- 
pany-designed at a total invest- 
ment of $3,500 to $4,000. 


‘Large area spraying units 
can be purchased from Bean for 
about $3,500 eaeh,’’ he adds. 


“Such a unit, equipped with a 
four-wheeled trailer, is used 
commonly for city-wide spraying 
jobs when the work is directed 
by local health agencies.”’ 
Although equipment investment 
may seem high at first, Graham 
points out equipment ean be 


used ‘‘quite profitably’? for soil 
sterilization services in the 
winter. 


e@ Four Requirements 

Evans stresses there are four 
chief requisites a PCO > should 
meet before adding weed control 
to his services: 

1. Investigate thoroughly the 
initial costs of entering the weed 
control field. Consult loeal 
county agents or other qualified 
authorities to get their reecom- 
mendations and to discover if 
there is a need for such a service 
in your area. 

2. Purchase new, additional, 
adequate equipment to do the de- 
sired job. 

3. Purchase additional liability 
insurance and procure proper 
licenses, permits, bonds, ete. that 
go hand-in-hand with weed con- 
trol in certain areas. 


4. Employ at least one tech- 
nician who knows something 
about weeds, their habits and 
just what chemicals will do the 


job in a certain geographical area, 
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in certain types of soil and under 
specific weather conditions. 

To underline the fourth re- 
quirement, Evans cites an inei- 
dent that occurred in Wichita 
last vear. A PCO virtually un- 
schooled in weed control agreed 
to clean up weeds in a junk yard 
along with his rodent control 
services there. 

‘*Finally, when all other efforts 
failed, the operator’s servicemen 
had to chop the weeds down with 
sickles, results had 
gvuaranteed,’’ Evans recalls. ‘This 
handwork cost more than the 
weed contract brought in, all 
because the wrong type of weedi- 
cide was used and at the wrong 
time of the year.” 

e@ Noxious Weed Law 

Some cities or 
noxious weed 
for the PCO.

This also can be required of any 
Wichita property owner if such 


growth, in the eves of the eity 
health department, constitutes a 
menace to public health in any 
way. 

“The city health department 
has wide latitude in determining 
what constitutes rodent harbor- 
age.’ 

e@ Soil Sterilization Products 

Both Evans and Graham agree 
soil sterilization is a_ profitable 
companion field for weed con- 
trol operators. Evans recommends 
E. I. duPont de Nemours & Com- 
pany’s Telvar products as ‘‘more 
adaptable’’. 

“They are not dependent on 
rainfall, are non-corrosive, non- 
toxic, non-explosive and with the 
right kind of equipment can be 
profitably applied with very 
little if any failure,’’ Evans econ- 
cluded. ‘‘ Another is Dow Chemi- 
cal Company’s Dalapon, a grass 
specific that has been outstand- 
ing in control of Johnson grass. 
Ilowever, it is a foliant and 
should not be confused with soil 
sterilants like Telvar.”’ 

Both PCOs are confident turf 
pest and disease control, plus re- 
lated lawn care services, are 
gaining a toehold within the in- 
dustry. 

‘*‘A good location in a_ sub- 
urban homesite area, a knowledge 
of soils and plant needs and com- 
plete honesty with customers will 
make lawn and garden pest con- 
trol a profitable and logical tie-in 
with your regular pest control 
services,’’ Graham predicts. 
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“T’ll get rid of your Japanese beetles as soon as I get an okay 
from the State Department.”

Basic, good management of 
bluegrass lawns in the Midwest 
fertilize at least twice a 
vear and, if desired, more often 
with either chemical, organie or 
liquid materials so adequate ni- 
trogen is available for plant 
nutrition throughout the grow- 
ing season. 

Many fertilizers now combine 
insecticides and fertilizers, but 
most of these are for field crops. 
Since grasses respond best to ni- 


is. to 


trogen, lawn fertilizers should 
have a high nitrogen content. 


Apparently lawn needs are about 
five parts nitrogen, to one part 
phosphorous, to three parts 
potash. That is not in line with 
most widely - used fertilizers, 
but trends in new fertilizers, such 


as 10-3-7 and 14-7-7, approach 
this. 

In the Midwest, O. M. Scott 
Company has wide distribution 
of a Turf Builder, 9-7-5. The 


Smith Agricultural Chemical 
Company brand called Sacco, has 
10-3-7 and 10-6-4. Armour Ferti- 
lizer Company has a 10-8-6 called 
Verti-Green. Swift and Company 
has Golden Vigoro, 10-6-4, and a 
new soluable fertilizer for liquids 
with high nitrogen. 

Most large turf supply houses 
have their own brand of turf 
fertilizer, such as Vaughan, Davis, 
ete. 

e Crabgrass Control 

In 1957, two manufacturers 

and about 138 formulators will 
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market di-sodium methyl arson- 
ate, a chemical recommended for 
killing crabgrass and other an- 
nual grasses. Basic manufacturers 
of the chemicals are Vineland 
Chemical Co. and W. A. Cleary 
Corp. Suppliers with formulations 
of DSMA include Vaughan Seed 
Co., which calls its product ‘‘So- 
dar’’; West Point Products Corp. 
has ‘‘Crab-E Rad’’; O. E. Linck 
Co., ‘*Di-met’’; Nott Manufae- 
turing Co., ‘‘Artox’’; American 
Chemical Paint Co., ‘‘Crabgrass 
Killer’’; California Spray Chemi- 
cal Corp., ‘‘Ortho Crabgrass” ; 





PCO Interest Up

Ilow popular is weed con- 
trol and eustom = spraying 
among members of the pest 
control industry? Percent- 
ages below reflect the senti- 
ments of PCOs across the 
country on this question, as 
recorded in a Pest Control 
magazine nationwide survey. 

30% of those interviewed 
said they are now engaged in 
weed control; 26%, in custom 
spraying. 

58% are interested in weed 
control; 30%, in custom spray- 
ing.

WEED CONTROL

Two applications of di-sodium 
imethyl arsonate should be made 
five to seven days apart as a 


fohar spray on growing, well- 
watered turf. Crabgrass plants 


should then yellow and die. A 
third application may be re- 
quired if the first was light and 
distribution, not uniform. Sug- 
vestions for proper use include: 

1. Make first application very 
carefully, being certain it is in 
adequate amount. 

2. Use a knife, shovel, ete. to 
determine if the soil is moist so 
grasses can be growing at the 
time each spray is made. 

3. During hot, dry weather, 
spray only in late afternoon after 
3 p.m. to reduce foliar tipburn 
on desired grasses. 

4. Volume of water is not im- 
portant, provided distribution is 


cood. 

5. Stay on schedule with treat- 
ments. If first application 
not cause yellowing, increase rate.

6. Apply nitrogen fertilizer to 
the lawn after crabgrass control 
measures. Re-seed immediately, if 
needed, to provide new grass and 


fast coverage of desired grass. 


e Broadleaf Weed Control

Broadleaf weeds are controlled 
by 2.4-D as a standard chemical, 
but it may be mixed with crab- 
erass control chemicals or with 
many fertilizers if used in liquid 
forms. Among several formula- 
tions of 24-D, the low volatile 
ester probably is most commonly 
used. Other forms inelude amine 
and sodium salt. 


@ Liquid Fertilizers 


Some oil companies have at- 
tempted to sell as a service re- 
peat applications of liquid lawn 
fertilizer. Initially, there was a 
general trend to underestimate 
needs of grasses and overestimate 
efficiency so that liquid-fed lawns 
were not receiving a_ sufficient 
amount of nitrogen to stimulate 
the desined response. 


Several experiments and_ ob- 
servations have proven if liquids 
are used, amounts must be equal 
to those applied in dry applica- 
tions. Generally, fertilizers can be 
used with weed control materials, 
provided water is placed in the 
sprayer first, the agitator started 
and each ingredient added_sep- 
arately and = slowly to insure 
against an improper balance of 
chemicals in the mixture. 


@ Disease Control 


For years, golf courses have 
used large amounts of fungicides 
for disease prevention, particu- 
larly on putting greens. And 
from time to time, homeowners 
wish to stop disease infestations, 
such as leafspot on Kentueky 
bluegrass, rust on Merion or dol- 
larspot and brownpatch on bent- 
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grass, under unfavorable condi- 
tions. A new formulation called 
Formula Z, prescribed for diseases 
of this nature currently is being 
marketed by the Vaughan Seed 
Co. 

Many supply houses carry golf 
fungicides which can be 
used for disease control. There 
are also. spreader-applied = dry 
formulations of disease control 
materials, most commonly avail- 
able of which is Seutl, manufac- 
tured by O. M. Scott & Sons Co. 
Two to three applications ten 
days apart should protect a lawn 


course 


through any adverse periods of 
development. 

A tremendous interest in lawn 
grass improvement and_ utiliza- 
tion of new materials, together 
with the eurrent trend toward 
outdoor living is increasing the 
demand for materials and_ pro- 
fessional services. The PCO alert 
to this demand should recognize 
in it a potentially profitable ad- 
junct to his’ business, both 
through sale of packaged turf 
disease and weed control chemi- 
cals, and from their custom ap- 
plication. 





PCOs interested in ineorpo- 
rating turf pest, disease and 
weed control in their services 
will need plenty of up-to-date 
reference material.

Industrial Weed Control Now Big 


Business, Weed Conference Reveals 
By H. H. SLAWSON 


Are you considering the addi- 
tion of chemical weed control to 
your regular pest control ser- 
vices? If so, don’t confine your 
thinking to ridding lawns of 
dandelions or keeping chickweed 
out of shrubbery. The potential 
is much broader. 

Chemical weed control is still 
in its infaney, but it’s here to 
stay: a young giant possessing 
tremendous potential for growth. 
If you are hoping for ‘‘fatter’’ 
returns from your business, pros- 
pects are ripe in this essentially 
virgin area of service where 
large-scale operations, backed by 
aggressive action, will pay off. 

Agriculture has long been con- 
sidered the best market for use 
of chemicals to kill unwanted 
vegetation. However, some doubt- 
ed the accuracy of this assump- 
tion at the 13th annual meeting 
of the North Central Weed Con- 
trol Conference in Chicago. Sev- 
eral speakers indicated demand 
for agricultural and industrial 
weed control services is almost 
equal, with railroads becoming 
a principal customer. 


e Defines Rail Needs 

Even conservative college scien- 
tists, who largely make up the 
NCWCC, were surprised when 
one speaker explained over 80% 
of the 350,000 miles of right-of- 
way owned by Class I railroads 
in the United States is continu- 
ously undergoing chemical treat- 
ment for weeds and brush. 


‘If that strip of land were 16 
feet wide,’’ he said, ‘‘its length 
would be sufficient to encirele 
the globe at the equator twelve 
times. So let’s pass up farmers 
and examine weed control as 
practiced by industry.’’ 


Railroad labor unions have be- 
come powerful advocates of weed 
control. Weeds, they maintain, 
contribute to accidents by making 
footing unsafe in terminal switch- 
vards. 

Railroads use some 35 different 
compounds and are always on 
the lookout for others that pro- 
mise to do the job better. A 
continuous sereening is conducted 
by some of the larger lines, one 
speaker said, and often a new 
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compound is accepted by rail- 
road weed fighters well in ad- 
vance of its application else- 
where. 
e@ Other Prospects 

Chemical weed and brush con- 


trol is practiced extensively 
by public utilities along their 
electric power and_ telephone 


lines. One speaker said the Davey 
Tree Expert Co., which operates 
in 30 states, has cleared brush 
from 50,000 acres of land along 
power line rights of way. Weed- 
ing with chemicals is also done 
extensively by pipe line com- 
panies distributing gas and pe- 
troleum products nationally. 

Chemical weed control is_be- 
coming an essential feature of 
highway maintenance, too, and 
importance of this application is 
destined to grow as current plans 
for national expansion of our 
highway system unfold. 

Lumber companies striving to 
reduce forest fire hazards by 
chemical control of weeds and 
underbrush find chemicals ‘‘a 
vood investment’, another 
NCWCC speaker declared. In this 
same light, chemical weed con- 
trol is coming into its own around 
lumber yard stock piles, at mills 
and in urban retail lumber yards. 

Industrial weed control is not, 
however, limited to these rather 
‘‘super’’ fields of exploitation, 
conferees generally agreed. 

Grain elevator operators, lately 
taken to task for unsanitary grain 
handling practices, are beginning 
to heed weeds that thrive around 
their ‘‘prairie skyscrapers” 

Another opportunity for de- 
veloping business exists around 
factory grounds. Industrialists 
are becoming interested in weeds 
that harbor rats. 

Take a look at the reservoir 
containing your city water sup- 
ply. Around some of these, one 
speaker suggested, chemical weed 
control could be practiced ad- 
vantageously. 

e Weed Lows Stimulate Business 

Advent of hay fever 
each year causes a resurgence of 
interest in weed extermination in 
some communities. In Chicago, 
all property owners are required 
by city ordinance to get rid of 
their weeds, but actual control 


season 





efforts too often seem limited to 


weeds around billboards. Un- 
doubtedly much more _ business 
could be fostered in almost any 
community if favorable public 
opinion could be aroused by 
proper publicity. 

Your local health department 
may be a potential ally in such a 
civie weed cleanup drive. 

You may find other well-or- 
ganized forces in your home town 
ready to help you develop a 
sizable weed control business. 
Most predominately agricultural 
states have mandatory weed con- 
trol statutes, some with drastic 
control provisions. 

In Minnesota, for example, 
June 15 is the deadline for com- 
pliance with a state weed ex- 
termination law that authorizes 
local weed inspectors to enter 
property in violation, destroy 





Pick Your Sales Approach 


Once he embarks on his turf 
maintenance’ enterprise, the 
PCO custom lawn applicator 
has two sales approaches open: 
(1) he can offer clients an “an- 
nual service contract”, or (2) 
he can perform each job ona 
“custom spraying” basis. 


Advantages of a blanket 
service contract are evident, 
but equally so are a few pit- 
falls. Many homeowners refuse 
to give a PCO complete control 
over fertilization, insect, dis- 
ease and weed control on their 
lawns. Also, regardless of 
season, contract customers 
often will insist on certain jobs 
being done immediately, which 
may result in lawn or turf im- 
pairment. 

On the other hand, general 
pest and termite control for 
the home and turf maintenance 
might be conveniently bound 
up into one tidy package 
through an annual service con- 
tract. Under such an arrange- 
ment, a thorough inspection of 
the customer’s property is 
made and a form prepared 
containing all informatoin per- 
tinent' to the customer’s needs. 

Each January, a program 
should be planned, covering 
the whole year’s control ac- 
tivities for the customer. Fer- 
tilization and spraying dates 
should be programmed and an 
annual fee _ estimated. This 
fee should _ include possible 
fertilization, inspection and 
other miscellaneous costs, as 
well as household pest control. 
Total cost of these items di- 
vided by 12 will give the 
monthly service charge you’d 
collect. Homeowners today 
purchase many of their neces- 
sities on a monthly basis and 
therefore should be receptive 
to this plan. 
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weeds and add the expense to 
the property owner’s tax bill. 

Mayors of Minnesota are re- 
sponsible for enforcement within 
their jurisdiction, while county 
commissioners control rural areas. 
Assisting latter control authori- 
ties are 6,500 township weed in- 
spectors. However, not all local 
law enforeers are on the job, ac- 
cording to a spokesman for the 


Minnesota state department of 
agriculture who addressed the 


Chicago conference. 

Wisconsin has a similar law, 
which places enforcement re- 
sponsibility in the hands of town- 
ship, village and ecity officials. 
If interest is strong, enforcement 
is good, a speaker said. But the 
Badger state system lacks a 
state-wide central control authori- 
ty, so enforcement is far from 
uniform. Men are asked to serve 
as weed inspectors decline, the 
conference participant said, be- 
cause ‘‘they don’t want to fight 
with their neighbors’”’ 


e Sources for Business Leads 


In addition to public officials, 
it might be helpful to team up 
with county agricultural agents, 
working on the state college ex- 
tension service. And, interested 
PCOs might consult state crop 
improvement associations, state 
horticultural societies and other 
groups connected with state or 
community weed control. Once 
you get a tip, of course, it will be 
up to you to sell your service, 
but they can furnish you with 
sales arguments. 

Weed scientists have long been 
searching for an herbicide that 
will remain effective over an ex- 
tended period to eliminate need 
for frequent re-treatment in out- 
of-the-way places. Answer to this 
demand is believed now available 
in a recently developed com- 
pound, ‘‘Telvar’’, made by E. I. 
duPont de Nemours & Co. and 
classified as a ‘“‘substituted urea 
herbicide”. It is being offered 
for industrial use. Evidently, 
company officials are convineed 
they have an effective product; 
they spent $4 million for research 
and testing before ‘‘Telvar’’ was 
marketed. 

Chief advantage of substituted 
urea herbicides, industrially 


speaking, a duPont spokesman 
explained at the conference, is 


their tendeney to persist in soil. 
They clean up existing vegetation 
and prolong control of seedling 
weeds that would normally spring 
up and ereate the same weed con- 
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trol problem all over again, he 
said. 

One type of Telvar application 
is in the circular area around 
telephone and power poles, which 
must be kept clear of vegetation 
for fire protection. This job is 
known in the utility business as 
‘*pole sealping”. 

Because of their long-lasting 
properties, new substituted urea 
herbicides are effective, accord- 
ing to highway department of- 
ficials, for maintaining bare high- 
way shoulders and for treating 
around signs and guard rails to 


facilitate mowing. The highly 
fire-conscious petroleum industry 
uses substituted urea herbicides 
around oil wells; and at airports, 


compounds are sprayed along 
runways and around marker 
lights. 

Other applications include 


those at defense depots and bases 
where areas adjacent to fences 
and buildings are treated to 
facilitate mowing and to give a 
tidier appearance.

Another test conducted in Okla- 
homa, using the same formulation 
used at Mercy Hospital, was ap 
plied in a residence heavily in- 
fested with resistant German 
roaches as well as brown-banded 
and Oriental roaches. In this 
case there was approximately 
100% eradication for 14 weeks. 
At the end of 17 weeks roaches 
reappeared in large numbers. 


Other earlier tests carried on 
in New York, Minnesota and Cali- 
fornia by trained field observers 
reportedly yielded similar — re- 
sults. 


According to MGK_~ records, 
‘“*vood’? elean-outs of roaches 
were reported in these experi- 
ments with no re-infestations o¢- 
curing for periods of four to 
eight weeks, depending upon the 
rate of application.

Steadily Rising Costs and Customer Demand for 
More Effective Termite Control Service Mean 


We Must Adjust Our Prices

Washington, 


For more than two decades our 
country has been troubled by 
inflation. As wages go up, the 
price of manufactured products 
rises. When steel workers get a 
boost in wages, the hike is_ re- 
flected immediately in the in- 
creased price per ton for steel. 

Our replacement costs for 
trucks and service cars have 
doubled in the meantime and 
are still climbing. Customers ex- 
pect our trucks, parked in their 
drive, to be elean, modern and 
up-to-date. To maintain this ap- 
pearance costs plenty of money. 
Old, worn out vehicles must be 
replaced. How many termite op- 
erators are setting aside a fund 
for such inevitable costs? How 
many TOs are adding the pro- 
portionate part of this mainte- 
nance to their price of doing a 
job? Can you replace your equip- 
ment at the price you paid for 
it? In most cases the answer is 
an emphatie ‘‘No”. 

The salesman from whom you 
buy must constantly refer to his 
records for prices that particular 
day. That’s the price you must 
pay; but do you allow for con- 
stantly increasing costs in the 
estimates you make? 

We have seen the price of 
gasoline double in the last 10 
years, and the price is still shoot- 
ing up. Are you blindly filling 
the tank without realizing this 
cost must be reflected in a_ co- 
ordinate inerease in your’ job 
price? 

Our labor costs are steadily 
increasing. Demands of labor for 
shorter hours, longer vacations 
and more sick leave eall for 
serious thinking. Is this taken 
into consideration in your esti- 
mates ? 

Advertising in the pest control 
business resembles an arms race. 
Each company is trying to out-do 
the other. Whatever medium we 
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select, the price of keeping our 
names before the public cuts 
heavily into our profits. A sue- 
cessful businessman allows a cer- 
tain percentage for advertising 
to represent a definite cost of 
doing business. Do you add this 
cost into your figures when pre- 
paring an estimate? 

We see this inflationary spiral 
in all facets of life. It is here to 
stay, and we must accept it. But 
are you adding these expenses 
to the cost of doing a good job, 
earning for yourself an enviable 
reputation and a fair profit? Or 
are you ignoring and evading 
increased costs by doing poor 
work? Do you prefer to end up 
a financial failure; being. satis- 
fied that when you were in busi- 
ness you were always the low 
bidder? 


@ Correct Short-Sighted Practices 


I have mentioned only a few 
factors we must consider when 
pricing jobs. The termite busi- 
ness is being threatened by some 
short-sighted operators who price 
jobs so low, the quality of work 
must be sacrificed to show a 
profit.

We make our 
prices and have only ourselves 
to blame when jobs are under- 
priced.

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NPCA Taking Stand On Use of EDB 
And MB As Termite Soil Fumigants 


Although ethylene dibromide 
has been used as a soil fumigant 
termite operators for 
more than six years, the National 
Pest Control Association has 
withheld any endorsement of or 


by some 


recommendation against use of 
this termite control method. In- 
formed sources report the NPCA 
will soon make its opinion known 
and that it will probably advise 
its members to use EDB or methy] 
bromide for subterranean termite 
control only with extreme care 
and only on an experimental basis 
under slabs. 


It was believed earlier the 
NPCA would tell its members 
not to use these fumigants for 
sub-slab termite control unless 
they are equipped to make the 
chemical analyses necessary to 
establish the absence of harmful 
eas concentrations. This more-re- 
strictive stand had to be modified 
when it was. discovered _ last 
month the Federal government 
had, in 1956, given label approval 
to two EDB formulations specifi- 
cally designated for subterranean 
termite control beneath concrete 
slabs. Both Neil A. Maclean Co. 
and E. L. Bruce Terminix Co. 
have registered products contain- 
ing 15% EDB they prescribe for 
this usage. 

@ Seeking Use-Record 

The NPCA has not made here- 
tofore a recommendation for the 
safe and effeetive use of these 
fumigants because reports of con- 
trolled test work and field ex- 
perience have been lacking. Three 
of the  association’s standing 
committees have now been re- 
quested to assist in compiling a 
practical test record with EDB. 
It is hoped these data will reveal 
any additional work which may 
he necessary to establish practical 
recommendations for safe use of 
fumigants for subterranean ter- 
mite control. Until such reports 
are in, the NPCA officially urges 
extreme caution in applications 
of this kind. It may, however, 
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publish preliminary use-recom- 
mendations in the interim. 

Use of EDB as a soil fumigant 
for termite control was reported 
as early as 1951 (PC, Aug 751, 
pg. 29) by Karl Hassler of Los 
Angeles, Calif. Probably he has 
been the leading proponent of 
this method of eradication. He 
has demonstrated the relative 
simplicity with which EDB ean 
be used in a method which is 
quicker and more economical 
than conventional soil poisoning. 

Soil fumigation gives no resi- 
dual protection against future 
termite infestations, but when ef- 
fective, it kills all the termites 
in the ground area through which 
the fumigant spreads. There is 
some indication soil may be less 
attractive to future migrations 
of termites into earth so fumi- 
vated, but there is no test infor- 
mation to substantiate such sus- 
picions. 

Scores of operators have tried 
the technique, some with 100% 
success, and a few with failures. 
As with any fumigant, special 
precautions are required and ap- 
plication instructions must be 
followed according to  recom- 
mendations. A few accidents 
have resulted when _ operators 
substituted improper solvents or

did not follow instructions when 
injecting the fumigant into the 
soil. 

Two incidents involving illness 
of occupants of homes which 
were treated with EDB for ter- 
mite control have been reported 
by the NPCA. 

@ Registered Use Directions 

Directions for use on one of 
the Federally - registered EDB 
products say it should be applied 
beneath concrete slabs through 
holes drilled adjacent to wall and 
pier foundations, under cold 
joint failures or where cracks 
permit entry of insects. ‘‘ Holes 
should be drilled through the 
slab at points no further apart 
than 5 feet and (the product) 
applied through these holes to 
a point 12-18 inches beneath the 
surface. At 5 ft. spacings apply 
3 pints of (the product) per 
hole, at 24%4 ft spacings apply 2 
pints per hole. The drilled holes 
should be sealed with cement as 
quickly as possible after apply- 
ing the fumigant. 

‘“‘Whenever termites’  emer- 
gence tubes can be located they 
should be given direct treatment 
by digging down to a depth of 
at least 12 inches and applying 
a half gallon of (the product) at 
this point, then filling the hole 
again and packing the soil down 
firmly. For best results the actual 
tube structure should be wetted. 

“(The product) is designed 
for use only where it can be con- 
fined as a fumigant. It should 
never be used as a spray for use 
on wood or the ground.” 

Hassler told Pest Control, soil 
fumigants should only be used 
under special conditions where 
other methods are clearly inap- 
propriate. It is not intended that 
satisfactory soil poisoning meth- 
ods be replaced. 

@ Dow’s Precautions 

Advice on the safe use of EDB 
and MB was sought by the NPCA 
from The Dow Chemical Com- 
pany’s Biochemical Research De- 
partment. The recommendations 
received are, briefly, as follows: 

‘1. Reoccupaney of a structure 
after treatment should not’ be 
permitted until you have proved 
that the atmosphere contains less

‘*2. Checks of this should be 
made every other day for a week 
after reoceupany has been per- 
mitted. 

‘*3. The only method of deter- 
mining concentrations of either 
fumgiant at levels which may be 
hazardous to humans on _ con- 
tinuous exposure are chemical 
methods involving precise air 
sampling techniques and labora- 
tory analysis of samples. Neither 
odor, halide leak detectors, nor 
thermal conductivity instruments 
(such as Gow-Mae or Fumiscope) 
are sufficiently sensitive. ’ 

Hassler is surprised at the ex- 
citement being stirred up over 
termite soil fumigation. He says. 
‘‘This industry grew up on HCN 
fumigation without any means of 
measuring concentrations with 
anywhere near the precision re- 
quired of EDB. And, we have 
long since used methyl bromide 
to fumigate houses without any- 
one suggesting such precision is 
desirable. When we fumigate a 
house we put 50 pounds in the 
house and it gets into all the 
walls and packages and drawers, 
etce., whereas in slab fumigation 
we put only three or four pounds 
under the house where it is con- 
ceded there probably will be a 
few tiny cracks through which 
the gas can seep.’’ 

One experienced termite opera- 
tor in the South reminds us the 
use of both HCN and MB for 
house fumigation was followed 
by complete aeration of the struc- 
ture before occupants were per- 
mitted to return. 

@ EDB’s Lingering Qualities 

Experts report EDB is retained 
in the soil and continues to seep 
upward until it is completely ex- 
hausted. This process may con- 
tinue for as long as three or 
four weeks. Use of fans above 
ground to eliminate the presence 
of gas seems. to draw more gas 
from the soil, so this aeration 
method doesn’t appear to elimi- 
nate concentrations over 5 ppm 
which is said to be the human 
tolerance level for continuous 
exposure. 

In some instances, soil fumiga- 
tion has been performed while 
occupants carried on their normal 
living routine up in the house. 

Because the chemical methods 
for determining allowable con- 
centrations of EDB and MB in 
air are not practicable for the 
average termite control operator,

much subterranean  ter- 
mite infestation has been traced 
to those apparently innocent 
little cracks you find occasionally 
in a basement foundation. And 
treating those cracks with chemi- 
cals is just not good enough for 
a good termite job. 

Authorities suggest two meth- 
ods for treating these areas: (1) 
dig the earth-fill outside the 
foundation deep enough to clear 
the crack and then seal it or, 
(2) drill a hole through the erack 
itself and fill it with rich, but 
relatively dry cement and sand 
mixture. This should be pounded 
with a blunt punch to compact it 
properly and reduee_ shrinkage. 

Areas to be patched in this lat- 
ter method should be roughened 
first, if possible, with a chisel and 
then cleaned with a wire brush. 
Old concrete should be dampen- 
ed, but no excess water should 
be present of the surface. About 
one part cement to three parts 
sand usually is recommended. 

Whichever method is used, an 
operator should treat the soil at 
the base of the crack inside and

outside with proper chemicals. 
Another foundation oversight 


that might appear just as inno- 
cent but could well lead to later 
infestation oceurs when a builder 
leaves timber in the earth-fill 
under a slab porch and the mason 
doesn’t fill the porch fully, thus 
leaving a direct passage for ter- 
mites to the wooden sill.

Death Thinning Out Ranks of 
World’s Foremost Isopterists 

An isopterist, as many of you 
know, merely means a student of 
termites. Many famous isopterists 
have died during the last 382 
vears. A few are: 

G. B. Grassi died in 1925 after 
many years’ pioneer study of the 
biology of the termites of Catan- 
ia, Sicily. Apparently the habits 
of Reticulitermes lucifugus (Ros- 
si) greatly differ in Italy from 
its habits in France. In the U.S. 
R. flavipes (Kollar) also has dif- 
ferent habits. 

Dr. E. A. Sehwarz of the U. S. 
National Museum passed away in 
1928. He and his friend H. G. 
Hubbard, who died in 1899, stud- 
ied the habits of termites in the 


U.S., as well as the insects found 
living with them. Both have 
native (U. S.) termites named 


after them. 
Claude Fuller of South Africa 
was killed in an auto accident in 


1928. A correspondent of mine 
for years, Fuller’s — biological, 
morphological and taxonomic 


studies of South African termites 
are of great importance, especial- 
ly his work on the harvester ter- 
mites Hodotermes. 

In 1931, Father E. Wasmann, 
a long time student of the habits 
and classification of termites and 
their insect guests died. Many 
important termites, such as Cop- 
totermes and Microtermes, were 
described by Wasmann, as well as 


oddly formed guests in their 
nests. 
W. W. Froggatt, a pioneer 


Australian taxonomist, died in 
1937. He was the author of such 
important genera as Mastotermes, 
Glyptotermes and Heterotermes. 

In 1937, Dr. W. M. Wheeler, 
an American world authority on 
ants at Harvard University, died. 
Ile wrote interesting biological 
and = philosophieal articles — on 
termites. 

In 1939, Prof F. E. Bugnion, 
a Swiss, passed on after long re- 
search on the biology and taxon- 
omy of the Ceyvlonese termites. He

Silvestri described many import 
ant genera and species.

Arkansas Levies Quarantine 
To Stop Fire Ant Build-Up 


Arkansas State Plant Board 
has imposed a quarantine against 
fire ant infested nursery pro- 
ducts originating from other 
states in an attempt to avert 
heavy migration of the ant into 
Arkansas. 

Already about 12,000 aeres of 
the state have been invaded, but 
infestation apparently is limited 
to Union County and immediate 
outlaying areas along the south- 
ern border of the state. 

Sources close to the Plant 
Board told Pest Control prohibi- 
tory action was aimed specifically 
at nurserymen in Alabama. At 
last reports 48 of that state’s 67 
counties had been infested. 

Paul H. Miller, Arkansas State 
Plant Board chief inspector, said 
out-of-state nurserymen planning 
to ship their products into Ar- 
kansas must permit inspections 
of their land by Arkansas au- 
thorities. If no evidence of the 
insect is found on_ inspected 
nursery sites, the owner is free 
to ship into Arkansas. 

Almost simultaneous with the 
Arkansas quarantine action was 
an appeal by an Alabama state 
official to major railroad interests 
in Alabama for funds to battle 
the fire ant. Alabama Agriculture 
Commissioner A. W. Todd asked 
representatives of 13 railroads to 
contribute one million dollars 
toward a two-year program the 
state plans to undertake. 

Hle urged the industry execu- 
tives to authorize a fire ant clean- 
up along their rail sidings.

“Thrips on Privet and Other 
Insects on Ornamentals’’ is the 
title of a publication recently is- 
sued by the Connecticut Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. 

The booklet reports that in ex 
periments conducted by John C 
Schread of the Station, spraying 
California privet in late June or 
early July with DDT or mala- 
thion gave good control of thrips. 
Mr. Schread also found that 
scales on magnolia and tuliptree 
were controlled with one treat- 
ment of malathion applied in 
April. Thimet was as effective 
as malathion when used on the 
magnolia scale. 

Other research findings showed 
that malathion applied in July 
gave good control of the boxwood 
leaf miner. Malathion also proved 
effective in control of the box- 
wood psyllid, and gave complete 
control of whitefly on mountain- 
laurel.

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USDA Stand on Methoxychlor 
In Dairy Sprays Clarified 


Recent withdrawal of the 
Federal recommendation for use 
of methoxychlor in dairy cattle 
sprays should not be interpreted 
as a government ban on dairy 
sprays containing methoxychlor, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
officials report. 

A ‘‘Reecommendation for use’’, 
issued by the Entomology Re- 
search Division of the USDA, is 
different from an ‘‘Approval for 
use’’ obtained from the Pesticide 
Registration section of the De- 
partment. The Pesticide Regula- 
tion Section reportedly does not 
plan to cancel existing registra- 
tions and will continue to accept 
and register labels for dairy 
sprays containing methoxyehlor. 

‘*We understand this policy is 
being followed to permit orderly 
marketing of dairy sprays until 
the question of residues in milk 
ean be solved  satisfactorily,’’ 
one informed source told Pest 
Control. ‘‘There is no necessity 
at this time for revision of dairy 
cattle sprays containing methoxy- 
chlor in combination with ap- 
proved knockdown agents.” 
Since traces of methyoxychlor in 
milk have been found, the USDA 
was forced to remove this pesti- 
cide from its recommendations 
in order to have them conform 
with the law under which no re- 
sidues are permitted.

Unlawful contamination of food and in 
festation of dwellings by insects and rodent 
is bringing seizures or condemnations b 
Federal, state and local enforcement author 
ties. Here are some of the latest violations 
and convictions. 


A New Mexico milling firm wa: 
fined $200 for flour containin: 
insect fragments, and prepare 
and packed under insanitary co 
ditions. 


In Vermont, maple candies 
containing insects, insect part 
rodent hair fragments and mold 
and prepared and packed under 
insanitary conditions cost the 
company $2,000 and the fin 
owner $500. The owner was also 
given a six month suspended jail 
sentence and placed on probation 
for three years. 

Rice and = flour containin> 
rodent urine, hairs and excreta 
and held under insanitary con- 
ditions cost a Chicago firm $1,000 
and court costs of $38.29. 


The two owners of a Pennsy!]- 
vania tomato juice concern were 
fined $500 each for distributin« 
a product containing fly eggs and 
mold, and prepared under insani- 
tary conditions. 


Another citation cost a cream- 
ery $1,000 and its manager, $200. 
Located in Mitchell, S.D., the 
creamery was accused of making 
butter from filthy cream contain- 
ing insect and rodent hair frag- 
ments and manure. 


FDA officials accused a Low- 
ville, N.Y. cheese factory of pro- 
ducing cheese carrying insect and 
manure fragments and preparing 
it from dirty milk in an insanitary 
plant. A $200 fine was levied. 


Pie and cake prepared in an 
insanitary plant and containing 
insect and rodent filth brought 
a $1,000 fine plus costs of $39.50 
for a Chicago pie plant and 
another $100 fine for the plant’s 
manager.

TIPS AND IDEAS FROM THE FIELD 


Electrical Termites 
by Charles W. Houghton 


Safety Fumigant Co 
Boston, Massachusetts 





All of us come across odd pest 
control situations at times, es- 
pecially when termites are the 
problem. 

On one home termite eall re- 
cently in which part of a_bed- 
room floor had been damaged, 
[ found the infested residence 
extremely well constructed. It had 
a 12-inch thick, poured concrete 
foundation and a sill beam level 
a minimum of two feet above 
the outside grade. All cellar 
windows were in perfect condition 
and well above the grade. Sup- 
port posts were filled lally col- 
umns, capped at top and bottom. 

Following my initial inspection 
of the basement, it occurred to 
me the floor damage might have 


resulted from some other pest. 


| returned to the upstairs room 
and removed some masking tape 
the homeowner had placed over 
the damaged floor area. The een- 
ter of the floor was thick with 
termite workers. 

Down in the cellar again, the 
answer finally beeame obvious. 
The installation of an oil burner 
and its controls ineluded wiring 
encased in electric conduit pipe. 
This pipe ran to several units 
and was connected to a_ safety 
shut-off attached to a 2” x 8” 
stud above the burner. This ran 
down beside the burner to two 
junction boxes and into the floor, 
apparently for support. Termites 
were using the pipe as an artery 
for access to the wood 8% feet 
above. They had damaged the 
stud to some extent and had eaten 
into the floor boards. Removal 
of the conduit pipe revealed it 
was completely packed with soil, 
as were junction boxes and the 
safety plug. 

Treating a *4-inech hole in the 
cellar floor was simple in c¢om- 
parison to the inspection. Price 
for that job was based on ** know- 
how.’
